Brezhnev said ‘critical 

WASHINGTON. April 2 (Agencies) — 

Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev's health 
was reported Friday to have '■deteriorated 
seriously" and that he was taken to the 
Kremlin Hospital in an ambulance last 
week for treatment of a possible stroke. 

The Washington Post, in a dispatch from 
Moscow, quoted "well-informed Soviet 
sources" as saying the 75-year-old Soviet 
leader was expected to recover but would 
be hospitalized for several weeks. Though 
The sources reported a "serious worsening" 
in Bre/hnev's health, they did not suggest 
lie was i nen paeitn ted. the newspaper said. 

The Soviet Foreign Ministry- would not 
comment. The Post added. 

The newspaper said its sources also .dis- 
closed that Brezhnev, who has undergone 
periodic bouts of ill health in the last few 
tears, suffered a mild heart attack in early 
February. The Post said Brezhnev was stric- 
ken aboard a plane carrying him back to 
Moscow March 25 from Tashkent, the capi- 
tal of the Soviet Central Asian republic of 
Uzbekistan. 

The paper said he was removed from the 
plane on a stretcher and was carried in an 
ambulance to the Kremlin Hospital. The 
Post said its sources suggested Brezhnev 
might have suffered a mild stroke. 

The Post said its sources suggested that 
Brezhnev's health worsened as a result of 


the heavy: demands of his schedule in 
Uzbekistan and the psychological stress of 
the recent deaths of several close associates, 
notably ideologist Mikhail Suslov. 

The newspaper said a meeting of the 
Communist Party Central Committee, 
scheduled for this week in Moscow, was 
postponed until May 24. and Brezhnev's 
personal physician canceled a visit to Eng- 
land. 

Meanwhile, in Washington. President 
Reagan has been given a clean hill of health 
by doctors who examined him after he com- 
plained of recent discomfort in his urinary 
tract. 

Reagan. 7 1 . said when he returned to the 
White House after a checkup at Bethesda 
Naval Medical Center near Washington 
Thursday: "I feel great. ..everything is abso- 
lutely fine. No medication, no nothing." 
The White House said the four doctors who 
examined Reagan found no evidence of 
malignancy or other problems. 

The 90-miniite checkup look place two 
days after the anniversary of an attempt to 
assassinate Reagan. The president was shot 
in the chest March 30. 19X1. nuisidc a 
Washington hotel but has recovered fully 
front the wound. White House spokesman 
Larry Speakes said Reagan felt discomfort a 
few weeks ago and was presumed to be 
suffering from inflammation of the urinary 
tract. a 


U .S joblessness rises to 9% 


WASHINGTON. April 2 fR) — The U.S. 
unemployment rate rose to nine percent in 
March, equalling the highest level since the 
World War II. the government said Friday. 

The number of Americans without jobs 
rose by 279.01X1 to almost 1.9 million lost 
month, pushing up the unemployment rate 
from 8.8 percent in February the labor 
department said. 

The March figure matched the post-war 
record of nine percent reached in May. 1 975. 
when the country was also in a major reces- 
sion. 

Some two million Americans have lost 
their jobs since the current recession began 
last July. 1 ho unc niployihcnwrate then stovw) 
at 7.2 percent. The labor- department also 
reported Friday that the number of people 


working part-time because full-time jobs 
were not available rose to a record 5 million 
in March. 

The department said 1.3 million so-called 
discouraged workers, those who feel jobs are 
not available. had simply stopped looking for 
-work in the first quarter of 1 9X2. The figure is 
the highest since the government began keep- 
ing statistics on discouraged workers in 1 967. 

Treasury Secretary Donald Reagan 
Thursday night predicted a March unemp- 
loyment rate of nine percent, but he agreed 
with the assessment of Murray Wcidenhaum. 
another White House economic adviser, that 
the recession had reached its trough.

Golan Arabs 

TEL A VJ V. April 2 (AP) — Israeli troops 
in the recently-annexed Syrian Golan 
Heights shot and wounded four Druze Arabs 
Friday while they were holding anti-Israel 
demonstrations, the military said. 

Arabs in Majdcl Shams and Massada. the 
two largest towns in the northern Golan, vio- 
lated curfews and threw stones at troops, 
slightly injuring six soldiers, military sources 
claimed. About 150 demonstrators in each 
town ignored orders to disperse, and after 
firing warning shots in the air. the soldiers 
fired "several shotsat the reel of the demons- 
trators." the sources said. There w-as no 
information on the condition of the wounded 
Arabs. 

The Arabs have been on general strike 
since Feb. 15 to protest Israel's annexation of 
the strategic plateau occupied from Syria in 
the 1 967 Midcast war. 

The military blocked access to the Golan's 
major towns on Feb. 25. preventing outsid- 
ers. including reporters, from reaching them 
and allowing passage only to those Arabs 
who possessed Israeli civilian identity cards. 

The defense ministry promised the block- 
ades would be lifted Wednesday midnight, 
but then said they would be maintained inde- 
finitely because of “outside incitement" 
against Israeli rule in the Golan.

CLARK AIRBASE. Philippines. April 2 
(AP) — U.S. Defense Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger ended his tour of Asia Friday, 
pledging to defend this former U.S. colony 
against a “very real and very near'' Commun- 
ist threat. 

Speaking before boarding his plane at this 
U.S. Air Force base, 80 kms north of Manila. 
Weinberger also confirmed President Fer- 
dinand E. Marcos will visit Washington in the 
fall but gave no specific dales. He described, 
his 26-hour visit to the Philippines- last stop 
on a tour that also took the defense secretary 
to Japan and South Korea, as a particularly 
fruitful one because he was able to convey to 
Marcos a message of "full support for the 
defense of the Philippines." 

Russia raps U.S. stand 
on disarmament talks 

MOSCOW. April 2 (AFP) - The Soviet 
news agency Tass Friday said U.S, President 
Reagan's call for negotiations on reducing 
U.S. and Soviet nuclear arms to "equal force 
levels" did not constitute a response to Soviet 
initiatives. 

Tass criticized the United States for trying 
to make up lost ground in the area of nuclear 
armament before beginning negotiations on 
arms limitation and control. The United 
Slates was driving the world "to the brink of 
global disaster". Tass said. 

The Soviet agency said the Soviet Union by 
proposing a unilateral freeze on deployment 
of medium range missiles in Europe, had 
"shown its goodwill... and given the example 
of trust in its Western partners." Tass said the 
Soviet side had a right to expect reciprocal 
gestures from the West.

Hopes of oil 
fuel conflict 

LONDON. April 2 (AFP) — The prospect 
of oil deposits around the South Atlantic 
Falkland Islands has fueled the long-standing 
dispute between Britain and Argentina over 
the territory’s control, which flared again 
Friday. - 

Geological studies have long pointed to the 
existence of two deposits off the archipelago, 
controlled by Britain since 1 833, that could 
contain more than 2.000 million barrels of 
oil, according to United States intelligence 
estimates. One of these deposits lies west of 
the islands and extends toward the Strait of 
Magellan and the Tierra Del Fucgo in south- 
ern Argentina. Its total reserves, including 
those along the Argentine coast, have been 
estimated at more than 6.000 million barrels. 
The other deposit to the south of the islands is 
apparenty less promising. 

‘ Sources in - oil circles, however, have 
cautioned stgainst loo much optimism, point- 
ing out that the results of geological studies 
have not always proven true. And until the 
sovereignty question is settled, territorial zones 
cannot be set. 

The presence of oil off Argentina was con- 
firmed last year by Shell and Esso, who were 
granted drilling licences by the Argentine 
National Oil Company Yacimientos Pet- 
roliferos Fiscalcs. Neither company gave 
many details. But the yield — believed to 
have been between 3,000 and 5.000 barrels 
per day — has apparently not encouraged 
them to step up research, and Shell withdrew 
one of its drilling platforms. 

Sources in oil circles noted that any politi- 
cal problems in exploiting the oil beds would 
be compounded by technical problems. 


BUENOS AIRES. April 2 (Agencies) — 
Argentina's military junta announced Friday 
its forces had occupied Britain's colon) in the 
South Atlantic, the Falkland (Malvinas) 
Islands. 

In a communique broadcast by radio, the 
junta said Argentina would guarantee the 
lives, property and rights of (he- 1 .Stitt 
English-speaking inhabitants of the islands. 

But any act of resistance to Argentine rule 
would be punished in accordance with the 
law. the communique said. Argentina has 
long claimed sovereignty over the islands off 
the tip of South America, ruled h\ Britain 
since 1833. Fridays communique said the 
islands had been restored to the national pat- 
rimony by force of arms after all diplomatic 
efforts had failed to achieve this end. 

According to the official Argentine news 
agency Telum. the take-over of the Falk lauds 
began with the landing of Argentine marines 
near the islands' small capital of Port Stanley 
at 0100 GMT Friday. The marines landed 
from a large fleet of Argentine naval vessels 
which took up position off the windswept 
islands Thursday night. Telam said. 

A vanguard force, reinforced later by other 
Argentine marines brought in by helicopter 
and landing cruft, was sent ashore to capture 
Port Stanley, the airfield and the barracks of 
about SO British marines. Telam said. Shortly 
after its communique announcing that the 
Falk lands had been occupied by Argentina, 
the Buenos Aires government named Gen. 
Mario Menendez as the new governor of the 
islands. 

The Falklands are inhabited by people of 
British stock, mostly sheep farmers, who 


have insisted they wish to keep their ties with 
Britain. The Falklands. an archipelago of 200 
islands, lie in the Smith Atlantic, some 400 
miles northeast of Cape Horn. Argentina has 
always called them the Malvinas islands. 

Friday's communique broadcast by 
Buenos Aires radio said: "The military junta, 
as the supreme organ of the state, hereby 
informs the Argentine people that, in a suc- 
cessful joint operation, the armed forces Fri- 
day recovered the ... islands for the nation/' 

The communique said that in addition to 
occupying the British colonial outpost on the 
Falkland Islands, a ho seized control of South 
Georgia and the South Sandwich Islands, 
hitherto administered by Britain as Falkland 
dependencies. "We have secured in this way 
the exercise of sovereign!) over all the 
above-mentioned territories and the air and 
sea around them." the communique said. 

The Argentine claim included South 
Georgia, a mountainous snow-capped island 
1 ,2l>n kms east of Port Stanley and the unin- 
habited South Sandwich Islands near the 
Antarctic continent. 

Foreign Minister Nicnnor Costa Mendez 
said on television that Argentina launched its 
military occupation of the Falklands because 
Britain had left it no alternative course. 

Meanwhile. Britain informed the Security 
Council that a massive invasion of the Falk- 
land Islands was taking place. 

Addressing the council at its second meeting 
iW'the crisis in less than 24 hours, Anthony 
Parsons, the chief British delegate, said 
members faced an emergency and they must 
act at once.

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RIYADH, April 2 (SPA) — Australian 
Foreign Minister Tony Street will arrive here 
Tuesday on a two -day visit to the Kingdom 
during which he will hold talks with senior 
officials on international issues of mutual 
interest and promoting bilateral relations. 

According to Australian Ambassador 
Douglas Sturkev. the Australian minister will 
meet with Crown Prince Fahd and Foreign 
Minister Prince Saud Al-Faisal. 

Sturkcy said that several Australian offi- 
cials ha\c visited the Kingdom lately to boost 
cooperation. Contacts are now under way 
between educational departments and uni- 
versities in the two countries with the aim of 
expanding cooperation in research and 
organizing Saudi Arabian missions to 
Australia. 

The ambassador described Saudi- 
Australian relations as "good." and expre- 
ssed the hope that friendship and cooperation 
bonds will continue to grow for the better. 
The Saudi- Australian joint commission for 
commercial cooperation is the basis for fos- 
tering cooperation, he added. 

Sturkey said that Saudi Arabian Com- 
merce Minister Dr. Soliman A. Solaim will 
lead the Kingdom's delegation to the joint 
commission's meetings which will open in 
Canberra Monday. An agreement for 


meteorological cooperation will be signed 
during the meetings, in addition to discus- 
sions on promoting trade exchanges and set- 
ting up joint ventures. Another agreement 
will be signed to regulate the work of the joint 
commission, the ambassador said. 

The two countries had signed an agree- 
ment for increasing economic cooperation 
during a visit by Deputy Prime Minister John 
Anthony to Riyadh in March of 1 9S1 . Under 
the agreement, both countries were to study 
ways and means of developing economic rela- 
tions and discuss feasibility of joint projects, 
including mining on which the Australian 
side agreed to Foster by sending experts here 
to provide expertise. 

Also Saudi Arabia and other Middle East 
countries have opened as exciting markets for 
Australian meat of which about 45,000 tons 
were exported to the region last year. 

The latest Australian official on visit here 
was Tom McVeigh, minister for housing and 
construction, who had come to heip boost 
exports to Saudi Arabia by the end of Febru- 
ary. Australia imports 73 percent of its oil 
from the Kingdom. 

An Australian parliamentary mission has 
concluded, after, a visit to the Kindom in 
January, that it will go a long way to streng- 
then the economic and political relations 
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between the two countries. The mission was 
led by Health Minister Michael Mackeller. 

Meanwhile, an Australian trade fair was 
held in Riyadh last month with 67 exhibitors 
displaying products ranging from industrial 
and agricultural machinery to furniture: air- 
conditioners and solar heaters. Ambassador 
Sturkey says that several Australian com- 
panies are currently engaged in specialized 
projects at the Kingdom's industrial cities of 
Jubail and Yanbu.

Girls’ schools 
commissioned in 
Central Region 



RIYADH, April 2 (SPA) — The Central 
Region continues to witness an increased 
activity in opening more schools for girls. 
Contracts were awarded recently for building 
five schools at a total cost of more than SR6 
million. The schools will be built in Shaqra, 
Qarayin and Nuwayema in Wadi Al-Dawasir 
area. 

According to Ibrahim Osman Al-Shaalan, 
Central Region girls’ education director gen- 
eral, Friday 1 0. more intermediate schools 
and 33 primaries are planned for the region. 
The intermediate schools will ‘ be located in 
Kharj, Hannah, Qateen, Artawi, Rain Ai- 
Asfal, Fasfat, Ruwaidat Al-Suhoul. Sharafa, 
Awdat Sudair and Mufaijir. 

Meanwhile, the primary - schools, to be 
opened in the next 1982-83 academic year, 
will range from simple two -classroom schools 
to others with 12 classes. 

Substantial progress has been made in 
girls' education during the Second Develop- 
ment Plan. The growth h\ girls' enrolment 
had exceeded that of boys. By the end of 
1980, girls accounted for 35 percent of the 
total number of students in the Kingdom.

Kingdom strives for agricultural self-sufficiency 


RIYADH, April 2 ISP A) — The Kingdom 
is investing a great deal of money in large 
numbers of agricultural projects, enabling 
the Kingdom to increase its wheat production 
to 400.000 tons this year from 1 35.000 tons 
lust year and 52,000 tons three years ago. 
i, %t The noticeable increase of 265,00 tons in 
the wheat output compared with last year’s 
'production is the outcome of the Kingdom's 
persistent attempts to attain self-sufficiency 
l V ip wheat output. The government has formu- 
^Okittrd an effective plan to distribute a total of 
ASR7.5 billions in loans and subsidies to the 
private agricultural sector. 

1 Agriculture is still the primary occupation 
■ of the Kingdom, despite discovery of oil and 
the subsequent rapid developments in the 
country. Official statistics show a decline in 
agricultural employment for the eurrentfiscal 

A year by 96,000 persons, although the statis- 
tics claimed the agricultural sector employed 
a quarter of the Kingdom's labor force. 


Oil exploration initially revealed extensive 
'fossil water aquifer reserves in sedimentary 
deposits of the Eastern Province where no 
crops had earlier been grown. Experts' inves- 
tigations have confirmed the presence of suf- 
ficient reserves to support at least a century of 
sustained water, enough to irrigate as much 
as 250.000 hectares of land. 

Extensive soil classifications . have indicated 
an even larger area of cultivable lands over 
laying these aquifers. Experts said that it is 
these areas rhat will have the potential for 
producing much of the Kingdom’s food and 
grains requirements in the future. 

Crown Prince Fahd in a recent interview 
with the Kuwaiti daily Aar -Siyassah emphas- 
ized the Kingdom’s keenness to develop 
agriculture through the adoption of sophisti- 
cated and modern methods. "Saudi Arabia 
now produces 400,000 tons of grains as com- 
pared to a figure of 36,000 tons few years 
ago. Then it used to import 600,000 tons,” he 


The government is introducing latest 
agricultural techniques, offering Saudi far- 
mers liberal loans and subsidies. A large 
number of Saudi Arabia graduates have been 
attracted to the Kingdom's plans of develop- 
ing agriculture in the country. The state buys 
local wheat produce at three-fold the world 
price. Saudi farmers also pick up between 35 
to 50 percent of the cost for machines, fer- 
tilizers, irrigation pump and seed supplies. 
Another prominent feature of Ttbe Kingdom’s 
green revolution is to provide the fanners 
with interest-free loans, upto an amount of 
$6 million. 

The government has so far extended 
23,758 loans worth SR 709.1 million for the 
entire fanning sector to ensure a green 
revolution that will further strengthen the 
national economy. 

The infusion of private capital has helped 
in the development of many agricultural pro- 


jects such as that of Haradh, which started 
producing 2,000 tonnes of wheat in 1979 and 
double its production each succeeding year. 

The Kingdom has replaced the previous 
ground irrigation system with the new sprink- 
lers and uses sophisticated methods for 
expanding the land under cultivation. “It has 
helped reduce the number of workers 
dramatically a senior official says. The gov- 
ernment has paid great attention to increase 
the production of wheat, potatoes and dates 
under a well-organized plan for self- 
sufficiency in foodstuffs. 

Construction programs in the farm sector 
for the Third Development Plan include 
establishment of 1 0 new directorates, 25 new 
branch offices, seven animal quarantine sta- 
tions and 25 grains storage depots. 

The Agriculture and Water Ministry has 
implemented a scheme under which 
unproved seed varieties have been distri- 
buted to Saudi farmers for raising the overall 
yield of their farm lands.

DAMASCUS. April 2 (Agencies) — The 
parliament in exile of the Palestine Liberation 
Organization has called for a continuous gen- 
eral strike m the West Bank and the Gaza 
Strip to" force Israel into rescinding the dis- 
missal of three West Bank elected mayors.

The PCC also called on frontline Arab 
states to open their borders to commando 
operations against Israel. It said Arab stares 
should implement resolutions put to the Arab 
foreign ministers' meeting m Tunis, including 
the opening of borders to Palestinian com- 
mandos.

TEL AVIV. April 2 (R) — Israeli police 
arrested nine members of the “halt the Sinai 
withdrawal" movement as they tried to leave 
Tel Aviv harbor in a speedboat eariy Friday 
and head for northern Sinai, police said. Two 
other men escaped by jumping off the boat 
and swam ashore. 

Northern Sinai, which Israel is- to hand 
back to Egypt by April 26, has been declared a 
closed area by the army and most residents 
have packed up and left for Israel. But a few 
hundred hardliners, who oppose the pull- 
back. have reinforced a number of buildings 
in Yamit. the main town in northern Sinai, 
and vowed to resist force any effort by the 
army to remove them.

TEHRAN, April 2 (AFP)- — Iran has mul- 
tiplied assurances that ithas noclaim on Iraqi 
territory, with defense council spokesman 
Hojatoleslam Hashzmi .

Washington's aim appears to be getting the with- 
drawal fromSinai out of the way with the min irnurn of fuss, 
so that the negotiations over the other part of the~Camp 
David accords, that concerned with Palestinian “autono- 
my.” could be resumed. The talks have stalled following 
the refusal of Egyptian President Hosni Mubarak to put 
occupied Jerusalem on his itinerary when he was to visit 
Israel, causing the disagreement which canceled the 
visit. Washington hopes to arrange for a meeting early 
next month, to give at least an appearance of motion for 
this part of the “peace process.” 

Washington expects the coming few weeks to be dif- 
ficult, and not merely in relation to the situation in the 
Middle East. But observers have, nevertheless, noticed 
that its muted reaction to Israeli oppression of the Pales- 
tinians cannot but undermine its noisy championing of 
the cause of freedom and self-determination for other

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Mrs. Gandhi faces tough electoral battle in West Bengal

CALCUTTA — 
India's Supreme Court cleared the way for elec- 
tions this summer in West Bengal state, signaling 
the start of a bitter electoral battle between the 
ruling Marxists and Prime Minister Indira Gandhi. 

The Supreme Court dismissed a challenge to the 
electoral rolls by Mrs. Gandhi's Congress (I) Party 
which the Marxists said was an attempt to delay 
elections. The Congress (I) in West Bengal is split 
by internal dissension and factionalism and Mrs. 
Gandhi will need more than her personal popularity 
to win in this state of 44 million people. 

The Marxist Communist Party (CFM), which 
dominates the left front alliance ruling the state 
from Calcutta, seems to have established itself as 
the most powerful political force in West Bengal. 
* 4 Our organization is in poor shape,” says Subrata 
Mukheijee, one of the top Congress (I) leaders in 


West Bengal, adding; “We can't even say who will 
be oiir leader or who will be our chiqf minister, if we 
win.” 

Another five-year term for the West Bengal 
Marxists and their allies would ensure that Mrs. 
Gandhi’s party is keptout of power in one of the few 
states it does not control. Ever since Mrs. Gandhi 
returned to national power in January 1980, the 
Marxist-led state government has lived with the 
fear that attempts would be made to dislodge and 
impose presidential rule from New Delhi 

Recently, the Congress (I) challenged the elec- 
toral rolls prepared by the state government, alleg- 
ing that these had been rigged by removing names 
of known opponents of the Marxist government. 
Bat the Supreme Court this week dismissed a peti- 
tion challenging the rolls, and this caused a further 
setback to Mrs. Gandhi's party. No election date 


has yet been announced but it is expected before 
June. 

Subrata Mukheijee says that fair elections in the 
state are not possible while the Marxists are in 
power. “It win be very difficult to get votes cast in 
our favor,” be adds, implying the state government 
machinery will go all out to help the Marxistsl 

While other political parties including the Con- 
gress (I) have stfll to prepare for the poll, the CPM 
has launched its campaign. In the heart of Calcutta, 
the state's Marxist Chief Minister .Jyoti Basu 
addressed a public meeting last we^k which" was 
attended by an estimated half-a-miluon people. 

Basu, 68, a London-trained lawyer, made a sca- 
thing attack on Mrs. Gandhi, accusing her of attack- ‘ 
ing democracy and attempting to influence judges 
to obtain favorable verdicts.

Reagan links El Salvador aid to reforms 


The continuation of the heroic 
Palestinian revolt against Zionist 
repression and criminal acts in the 
occupied Arab lands and the 
18-month-old Iraqi-Iranian war 
drew editorial comments in Fri- 
day’s newspapers.

cal killer,” is considered by some members of the 
U.S. Congress to be responsible for much of the 
right-wing violence in the country. 

Some UJS. aides fear a government headed 6y 
him would bring a new level of violence if he fulfil- 
led a promise to crush leftist guerrilla forces unless 
they put down their arms. The current U .S. ambas- 
sador, Deane Hinton, was reported Wednesday 
night to have warned <T Aubuisson that U.S. aid to 
El Salvador could be jeopardized if be became pres- 
ident. This was not publicly confirmed by the State 
Department, which said the United States was not 
attempting to play the role- of a political power 
broker in El Salvador. 

Washington’s favored candidate for the Salvado- 
ran leadership is the incumbent president, Jose

Basques braced for renewed violence

BILBAO — 

The funeral cortege which carried the coffins of 
two murdered police inspectors through the streets 
of Bilbao last week brought resigned murmurs from 
the crowds of onlookers lining the pavements. The 
renewed outbreak of terrorism which began over a 
month ago with the kidnapping of pop-singer Julio 
Iglesias’s father is now definitely under way. The 
Basques are braced for the worst 
During the past three weeks three policemen 
have been brutally gunned down. In the attack last 
week, when a group of off-duty officers were 
machinegunned over lunch in a Bilbao restaurant, a 
foreigner (a Uruguayan English teacher) was also 
shot dead. The previous week another policeman 
died at terrorist hands in what the Basques know as 
Northern EuskadL otherwise the Basque region of 


the South of Fiance. 

Until earlier this year, the. truce declared by the 
more moderate wing of the ETA — the “Poli- 
Mflis” — in the wake of the attempted Tejero coup 
last February had held. Though -the even more 
extreme ETA Militar had continued their cam- 
paign, the level of viol nee had noticeably subsided. 

Now the similar cycle of terrorism leading to 
police repression leading to more terrorism is likely 
to begin again. By the time the England soccer team 
flew in fur a pre-World Cup friendly match against 
the local Bilbao team last month, the police pres- 
ence was already a great deal more visible than it 
had been a few days earlier. 

Machinegun toting policemen stood at street 
corners; after the match two armored cars nosed ■ 
their way through the crowds to hisses and jeers, 
guns farming over the head of the well-behaved 


.fans. ’ . 

All this increased anti-terrorist activity notwith- 
standing, Prime Minister Calvo Sotelo narrowly 
missed a beating outside the church recently where 
he had been attending the funeral service of the two 
policemen. Friends of the victims and right-wingers 
among the mourners screamed abuse at him for 
being too soft on terrorism. 

The new wave of violence may conceivably have 
something to do with two current events that are of 
strong emotional significance to the Basques: the 
grindingjy long - trial in Madrid of Tejero and bis 
co-conspirators of the Feb. 23 golpe T - where it is 
widely believed the army court- win reach an exces- 
sively lenient judgment; and the agreement signed ' 
recently between Madrid and the Basque region's*, 
autonomous government to go ahead with thenuc- ] 
lear power station at Leraoniz.

JEDDAH — Many persons like to stuff 
their heads with a lot of useless information. 
AU this is not really necessary. As a matter of 
fact, we would be better off without much of 
this type of information. If you’ve forgotten 
some of the things listed telow, which can 
never be considered vital, your tranquility 
and joy in life will not diminish. Your happi- 
ness might even increase if you disburden 
yaur mind of the unnecessary load. 

1 . If you can t remember who wrote Ham - 
lei, don’t take it to heart. Such controversial 
plays are best left alone. It is not wise to 
meddle with what doesn't concern you. Such 
a piece of wriiing couldn't have been a source 
of pride for any writer.

My wife tells me that taking Ice cold drinks when hot is dangerous. 
Is this some new-fangled idea? For years my dad used to drink ice add 
water in the hottest weather and he lived to be 89 . I’d like your 
observations. — Mr. D. 


your 32-year-old granddaughter's problem from way back here. 
Nevertheless, I can tell you this: any patient who complains of rapid 
heart beat, heart poundings, nervousness and loss of over 20 pounds 
within a few months certainly deserves medical investigation. 

My hunch is that one should not overlook the possibility of hyper- 
thyroidism. There may be other reasons. I hope you can convince her 
to see her doctor. 


Dear Mr. D.: I am not aware of any proof that drinking veiy cold 
drinks in hot weather is harmful. Nevertheless, I advise patients to 
empty the glass slowly and not gulp down iced drinks when overhe- 
ated. For no other reason than moderation is the best policy. Like not 
swallowing tea or soup that's too hot. 


For Mrs. JC-* Looking for a “balanced" diet? Here are your basic 
groups to choose from for good nourishment. They provide protein 
for maintenance of tissue and growth, and fats and carbohydrates for 
energy. 


I think you'll be interested in some advice I came across that 
appeared in the JAMA 75 years ago. It was addressed to pharma- 
cists: 


Meats, poultry and fish are mainstays of protein. Others are dried 
peas, nuts, dried beans and eggs. They also supply iron, thiamine, 
riboflavin, niacin, and other vitamins and minerals. 


“Of course, there are objections to the ice cold character of the 
beverage, especially in the heated months when large quantities of 
such ice cold drinks are consumed, but since I know of no way to raise 
the temperature of the beverage without disappointing the consumer 
and injuring the business. I shall content myself by urging on the 
pharmaceutical profession the necessity of inducing their customers 
! to drink slowly and deliberately, thus adding to the pleasure of the 
consumer and detracting nothing from the profit of the dispenser. It 
might be well if above each soda water fountain should be hung a 
placard, so that all should see: 'Full many a man, both young and 
oldyHas gone to his sarcophagus/By pouring water icy coldyAdown 
his hot esophagus’.”

becoming a global concern

HONG KONG (Depthnews) — Low 
morale and decreasing interest in teaching as 
a profession have become a major concern of 
both developed and developing countries^ As 
the International Labor Organisation (ILO) 
puts it, “national reports are increasingly not- 
ing a malaise which is resulting in refusals to 
take up teaching jobs and a tendency for vet- 
eran teachers to withdraw from the profes- 
sion altogether.” 

An ILO meeting on work conditions of 
teachers attributed the malaise to a combina- 
tion of factors which includes increased 
work-related pressures, concern over emp- 
loyment security and what teachers perceive 
as a lessening of support for education by 
political authorities, parents and the local 
community. 

Two major factors appear to have influ- 
enced in differing ways employment trends 
for teachers fathe developed and developing 
world, says ILO. These ate birth, rates and 
reduction in educational expenditure. 

In developed countries, falling birth rates 
have reduced- enrolments, particularly in 
primary schools. Pressures have also been 
exerted forthe closure of classes and schools 
and the reduction in the number of teachers. 

Increasing birth rates in developing coun- 
tries,.on the othethkhd, coupled with greater 


efforts to achieve, uni versa] primary educa 
tion, have increased demands For teacher 
and pressure on school facilities, resulting jt 
overcrowded Classes; and strains On educa 
tional budgets. . . ' . ... 

The impact on employment of ihes 
budgetary strains, notes the U.N. agency, ha 
been most severe on the developed worl 
already affected by falling enrolmen 
Developing countries are also left to cop .

I SYDNEY. April 2 (R) — An election in 
die southern state of Victoria Saturday is 
[expected to sweep the opposition Labor 
! Party into power and unleash a powerful chal- 
lenge to the leadership of Prime Minister 
Malcolm Fraser. Political analysts and all 
'Opinion pedis published since the campaign 
began have predicted that Labor wiQ end 27 
years of rule by Fraser's Liberal Party in Vic- 
toria Saturday. 

Such a defeat, coming after a nine percent 
swing against the liberals in a Sydney by- 
clection last month, would send shock waves 
through the party. Fraser and his national 
government would be bound to attractsbme 
of th^Uarpe. A blow of this magnitude to 
FrasexTJil , is exactly the kind of opportunity 
which his archenemy, former Foreign and 
Industrial Relations Minister Andrew 
Peacock, has been - waiting for since 
acrimoniously resigning a year ago. / 

Peacock has been waiting in the wings, 
quietly building support since he- resigned. 


But political observers agree that he would 
lose credibility if he did not move after the 
predicted setback in Victoria. In the words of 
one senior Liberal the charismatic Peacock, 
known as the “Sunlamp Kid" because of his 
perennial tan, must “put up or shut up/’ 

The Fraser camp claims Peacock has 
nowhere near enough support to topple the 
prime minister. Peacock's backers say the 
opposite, claiming he is only about five votes 
away from the 41 he needs to win a ballot of 
the 81 liberal members of the House of Rep- 
resentatives and senators. 

Peacock/s challenge is expected to be made 
on orperhaps before April 2 1 , when the Lib- 
erals hold their first meeting after a recess of 
parliament. In the intervening period turmoil 
is expected in the Liberal Party, which rules 
Australia in coalition with the National 
Country Party. Fraser’s survival seems 
closely linked with the scale of the expected 
defeat at the hands of the 2.S million electors 
in Victoria.

The broadcast told 
mothers to collect their children from 
school and announced that the Environ- 
ment Ministry was holding an extraordi- 
nary session to deal with the situation. 

The broadcast caused such panic and 
protest that the radio director offered his 
resignation, which was rejected by the sec- 
retary of state for press and information, 
Dimitris Maroudas. But the producer 
responsible for the joke was fired, and the 
Athens solicitor general started legal 
action for “broadcasting false news." One 
Athenian is claiming 50 million drachmas 
($3,000) in damages a gains t the radio sta- 
i tion for “moral prejudice." 


PAPEETE, Tahiti, April 2 (AFP) — The 
commander of France's nuclear testing area 
in the Pacific has categorically denied that a' 
French naval vessel deliberately ramm ed an 
Avistralian anti-nuclear protest yacht Thurs- 
day off Mururoa atoll.

He said that early on Wednesday, a mes- 
sage was sent to the yacht warning it to keep 
out of French waters but the yacht had taken 
no notice. Stressing that Mururoa was a “pro-

He said 
the yacht drifted during the night and was six 
nautical miles off the atoll Thursday morning.

Choupin said that when the yacht was 
“only one nautical mile from the base” the 
French naval supply tMgTapatai intervened to 
stop it from proceeding. He said the plan was 
to transfer men on board the yacht and have it 
towed back out to sea. 

There were three gendarmes with the 
intervention team, Choupin said. “When the 


Tapattd drew near the Pacific peacemaker, 
one of its masts caught in the yacht’s rigging 
and broke it causing the mizzen (rear) mast to 
split. This was the only damage and no 
French sailor was on board the Pacific 
Peacemaker at that moment." 

He said no incident had been reported 
between the French and the crew of the yacht 
which had been escorted outside the 12-mile 
limit and was now heading for Tahiti under 
surveillance. Choupin said there were a 
woman and three children aboard the yacht.* 
“In view of their presence I find the behavior 
of those who organized the expedition some- 
what odd. We showed patience and did not- 
want to dramatize (the situation)," he said. - 

Earlier a Greenpeace spokesman in Wel- 
lington, George Armstrong, said that after 
being warned not to proceed into French ter- 
ritorial waters around the atoll, the crew had.

U.S. share of exports declines 


WASHINGTON, April 2 (AP) — Exports 
of manufactured goods by countries other 
than the United States increased during die 
third quarter of last year, while the U.S. share 
of world exports of these goods fell for the 
first time since the end of 1979, the U.S. 
Department of Commerce has reported. 

Exports by the United States' competing 
nations rose by 1 .4 percent in the third quar- 
ter over the second quarter following four 
successive quarterly declines, the department 
said. 

Canada reported the largest increase in 
dnllar-valued exports, a gain of seven per- 
cent. Ttaly and the United Kingdom each 
posted export gain value 5 percent range, 
while Japan and West Germany had gains of 
about 1 percent. 

In contrast, Norway, Sweden, and 
Denmark reported declines of about 6 per- 
cent in dollar-valued exports, the Commerce 
Department said in a special report. 

The "share" positions of the leading 
non- American manufacture suppliers, with 
few exceptions, showed only small changes in 
the third quarter over second quarter of 
1981. Italy reported the largest share 
increase — up four-tenths share point to 8.4 
percent. The British share also climbed signif- i

The positions of the United States' largest 
competitors showed little change: Japan's 
share edged up to 14.8 percent, while West ’

The U.S. share of the world export market 
for manufactured goods declined one-half 
share point in the third quarter to 21.2 per- 
cent compared with the July-September 
period. The Commerce. Department said the 
U.S. share loss "probably reflects a deteriora- 
tion in export price competitiveness caused 
by the large appreciation of the dollar in 1980 
and 1981 ” 

The largest U.S. share loss occurred in 
transport equipment, with a decline of two 
full share points. The decline, which followed 
three consecutive quarters of strong gains, 
resulted from sharp drops in U.S. exports of 
aircraft and automotive products. Both Japan 
and West Germany recorded strong 
improvements in their standing. Japan’s posi- 
tion jumped by more than two full share 
points from the second quarter to 21.9 per- 
cent. West Germany’s share improved to 


20.6 percent. 

The United States' position also weakened 
substantially in the miscellaneous manufac- 
tures group, falling from 18.7 percent in the 
April- June period to 17.S percent in the third 
q uarter. U-$- exports fell significantly, includ- 
ing clothing, photographic supplies, and toys 
and games. 

Italy and West Germany had the largest 
share increases with Italy’s position improv- 
ing to 16.1 percent and West Germany’s to 
15.4 percent. Japan's share in miscellaneous 
manufactured goods was little changed at 
15.0 percent. In contrast, die French share of 
this commodity group fell by a full share point 
to 8.0 percent.

BRUSSELS, April 2 (R) — The European 
Economic Community (EEC) is still making 
subsidized food sales to Poland, more than 
three months after the military dampdown, 
EEC sources said Friday.

They declined to switch money originally 
earmarked for food subsidies to non- 
government organizations such as the Red 
Cross and Caritas, for distribution of 
humanitarian aid to the Polish peoples. But 
the sources said senior EEC officials are still 
debating how to wrap up the community’s 
obligation under sales contracts signed 
before the army takeover on Dec. 13, involv- 
ing a package of about 125,000 tons of cere- 
als,. 5,000 tons of rice and 2,000 tons of milk 
powder. The package, known in official jar- 
gon as ‘tranche 3A’ should have been sent in 
December.

BUCHAREST, April 2 (AP) — Romania 
boosted domestic telephone and postal rates 
by up to 400 percent in what was the fifth 
round of major price increases this year, an 
official communique said Friday. 

The communique,, printed in Bucharest 
newspapers, also warned of increased domes- 
tic and international telex charges, effective 
April 1. 

Telephone charges will be increased an 
average 66 percent for Romanians, and 
postal rates by up to 400 percent. 


WASHINGTON, April 2 — You needed 
about $850 to fly round trip coast-to-coast 
not too long ago. Now, with airline deregu- 
lation crippling parts of the industry but 
delighting its passengers, you can climb 
aboard for under $200. 

That's wbat Texas International Airlines 
is quoting — $98 one way, Baltimore to Los 
Angeles. That’s the lowest, too, of a tangle 
of routes and fares that overall appear to be 
creeping higher with the onset of vacation 
times, but still make travel a bargain com- 
pared to the 1970s. 

Fares then skyrocketed with just about 
everything else as energy costs swelled. In 
1978, the government decided both to 
allow new airlines to enter the field and to 
ignore air fares. The result was a crop of 
regional carriers like new York Air, which 
collided with national carriers like Eastern 
and Trans World on popular routes. And 
the majors themselves entered a nationwide 
battle which quite soon might bankrupt one 
or more, mainly because of price slashing on 
longer flights. 

“Right now it’s a fantastic deal to the 
West Coast,'* said Kevin Durkin, who 
works for Travelogue, a Washington, D.G 
agency. But there is another side: only slight 
declines, if any, in fares on the non- 
competitive routes. Said Durkin: “People 
.flying to Charleston (West Virginia) or 


Tulsa (Oklahoma) are paying full fares to 
support the cheap ones.” 

Those cheapies include what appears to 
be the April standard for a round trip bet- 
ween Washington and Los Angeles, $358. 
That fare replaces the range from $258 to 
$334 that agencies and airlines were quot- 
ing this past week. American, United, and 
Trans World all reported those prices for 
the coming month. 

From New York to California, it’s even 
cheaper. United will fly you round trip for 
$318 nonstop. So will Pan Am, but you 
must stop in Houston. And so will Ameri- 
can. although if you don't mind flying at 
night, you could go for as little as $288 on 
American. And who knows any of the 
others might on any given day be able to 
work something out to meet you budget or 
your commitments. 

“There are a lot of ads so people are 
pretty familiar with flights," said an agent 
with Ober's travel agency in- Washington. 
She explained that not only vacationers, but 
frequent business travelers, have become 
cost-conscious. “They are fere- conscious, 
absolutely,” said Durkin. “We always ask 
what's more important, cost or conveni- 
ence." 

If it's cost to New York from the nation’s 
capital now, for example, one agency said 
you can’t beat New York Air. One of the 
regionals that blossomed directly from 
deregulation, that carrier fills its coach seats 
at $55 each one way weekdays from 


Washington. On the weekend, noon Satur- 
day to noon Sunday, the one-way fere drops 
to $35. Eastern, a major carrier, is meeting 
the competition head on with identical 
feres. 

“We have to quality everything we say 
these days,” said Durkin of the changing 
fares. “We make it known that a fere is 
today’s fare. It may go up tomorrow and we 
can’t be liable for that.” The Ober agency, 
like Durkin's Travelogue and most others, 
checks .when reservations are made just to 
be sure information is up to date. Many of 
the special fares require advance booking 
anyway. Other restrictions and qualifica- 
tions abound. 

Air Florida, for instance, charges $135 
one way from New York’s LaGuardia Air- 
port to Miami,' Fla. But from New Jersey’s 
Newark Airport, just an hour or so -from 
both Kennedy International and LaGuar- 
dia, the fere on Air Florida drops to $109 
one way on the weekends, and $89 from 
Monday through Thursday. 

Eastern, plying that route too, charges 
$135 one way to and from all New York 
airports as its regular coach fere. But until 
April 25, those flying on Saturday can grab 
one-way tickets at $75 each. From 
Washington; still more fluctuations exist If 
you’ll put up with a connection or a stop, 
normal $135 fere drops to $102 ontf way.

Ecuador says firms

QUITO, Apia 2 (R) — Ecuador has told 
its fallow OPEC members that it is under 
pressure from oil companies to reduce its ofl 
prices, an oil ministry spokesman has said. 

But the spokesman said Ecuador would 
not give into the pressure to cut its price from 
the current $34.25 a barrel to as low as $25 a 
barrel. 

Ecuador said it had informed the organiza- 
tion of Petroleum Exporting Countries about 
moves being taken try the oil firms. 

Saudi Arabia’s Ahmad 7aH Yamani has 
said OPEC will step in to help Nigeria defend 
its oil prices in die face of pressure from com- 
panies who want Nigeria to lower its prices 
because of the world oil glut. 

Ecuador produces 210,000 barrels of oil a 
day (bpd) and exports about 35 percent of 
this on long-term contracts. The 03 Ministry 
.spokesman said the South Korean company 
Hyundai, which now buys. 30,000 bpd, had 
offered $27 a barrel for the second quarter of 
this year. He said the U.S. firm Citizens' 
Energy had ceased purchases of 10,000 bpd 
from Ecuador in January, saying the price 
was too high.

Kuwaiti Oil Minister Ali Khalifa Al-Sabah 
said last weekend that Western oil companies 
would face sanctions from the Organization ’ 
of Petroleum Exporting Countries (OPEC) 
unless they stopped pressing Nigeria to cut its 
o3 prices. 

The sources said Gulf officials have not yet 
heard the outcome of Thursday’s talks in 
Lagos but they expected the short-term result 
to be a compromise which satisfied neither 
side.

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U.K. incurs 
$237 million 
trade deficit 

LONDON, April 2 (AP) — Exports fell 
and imports rose in January to send Britain's 
foreign trade into deficit of $237.6 million 
from a hefty surplus the month before, the 
government announced Friday. 

The January defidt was offset, however, 
the board of trade said, by a big rise in “invis- 
ible” earnings from such things as banking, 
insurance, freight and a refund of Britain’s 
payments to the European Common Market. 

Invisible earnings were set at 4 SO million 
pounds ($864 mDlion), converting a trade 
defidt of 132 million pounds ($237.6 mil- 
lion) into a current account surplus of 348 
million pounds ($626.4 milliou), the board 
said. 

Exports valued at 4.2 billion pounds ($7.6 
billion) were down sharply from 4.6 billion 
pounds ($8.28 billion) in December, while 
imports jrose from 43 billion pounds ($7.7 
billion) in December to 4.4 billion pounds 
($7.9 billion), the board said. 

Taipei to boost 
equipment sales 

TAIPEI, April 2 (CNA): Chinese machin- 
ery manufacturers are expecting to boost the 
export amount of whole plant equipment to 
$300 million this year, representing a three- 
fold increase over the total of $78 million in 
1981. 

A local trade mission comprising machin- 
ery manufacturers, and representatives of the 
China External Trade Development Council, 
and the Export- Import Bank of China has 
just concluded a successful trade promotion 
mission to Thailand and Indonesia. In the 
exhibitions of Taiwan-made whole plant 
equipment, the machinery manufacturers 
received orders amounting to $28 million on 
the spot.

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina April 2 
(AP) — The balls to be used at the World 
Cup Soccer in Spain are smaller and lighter 
than those used in Argentina, causing con- 
cern for this country’s . defending world 
championship team. 

Coach Cesar Menotti and individual play- 
ers have told the Associated Press that ball 
size was one of the reasons the Argentines 
were unable to dominate in recent ties in 
friendly games against Czechoslovakia (0-0) 
and West Germany (l-l) r J 

Both games were played with the 
“Tango-Espana 82” ball, the same that will 
be used -in the World Cup competition 
scheduled to begin June 13. The diameter and 
weight of the ball are within the limits set by 
the International Federation of Association 
Football (FIFA), but, according to 
Menotti and his players, the ball only barely 
meets those limits. 

FIFA rules call for use of a ball that is 
between 68 and 71 centimeters in diameter 
and weighs between 396 and 453 grams. 
Andres Do Campo, a technical assistant to 
the Argentine team, said the ball to be used in 
Spain has a diameter of 68 centimeters and 


weighs 396 grams, the minumum allowed;

As Salvador heads into crisis 

Duarte seeks role in 


SAN SALVADOR, April 2 (R) — El Sal- 
vador headed deeper into a political crisis 
Friday over who should run the government 
after inconclusive elections last Sunday. 
Right-wing party leaders, who won a com- 
bined majority of 36 seats in a 60-seat Con- 
stituent Assembly, insisted Thursday night 
they should have a controlling say. 

They announced their demand at a news 
conference shortly after the president of the 
ruling junta. Jose NapoIeon Duarte, said on 
television that his centrist Christian Democ- 
rats must have a continuing role in the coun- 
try's power structure. 

The leader of the far right National Repub- 
lican Alliance (Arena). Maj. Roberto 
D'Aubuisson. told the news conference: “We 
will work with the Christian Democrats but 
we will not accept Duane as president." 

Leftists insult 
Italian premier 

ROME. April 2 (AP) — Left-wing legis- 
lators hurled insults at Premier Giovanni 
Spadolini Friday during a parliamentary 
debate on government investigations of the 
1 981 Red Brigades abuduct ion of a Christian 
Democrat politician in Naples. 

As Spadolini spoke, a maverick Radical 
Party member shouted that the government 
had dealt with elements of Camorra. the 
Mafia-type underworld group active in 
Naples.’ to free the politician . Ciro Cirillo. 
The Red Brigades freed Cirillo after 88 days, 
when his family paid a 1.4 billion lire (SI. 2. 
million) ransom for his release. 

Police on Thursday discovered the dis- 
membered body of a criminologist who may 
have instigated charges that the Christian 
Democrat Party had negotiated with reputed 
Camorra boss’Rafaele Cutolo for Cirillo's 
release. 

“You have dealt with the Camorra.'* Ales- 
sandro Tessari of the Radical Party shouted, 
interrupting Spadol infs testimony. “You are 
friends with Cutolo.** "You should be 
ashamed of the things you are saying." 
Spadolini snapped. 


Duane, who has ruled in harness with the 
m ilitary for the past two years, said Thursday 
his party had won the elections by taking 42 
percent of the popular vote . 

Maj. D'Aubuisson accused the Christian 
Democrats of holding up the official 
announcement of Sunday's results as part of a 
plan to maintain themselves in power. Arena 
and four other right-wing parties announced 
their intention to act as a bloc in a Constituent 
Assembly within hours of the first results 
being known. 

But the right-wingers have since said they 
would welcome Christian Democratic par- 
ticipation in a government of national unity. 
Right-wing antipathy toward Duarte 
emerged during a vitriolic election campaign 
in which they accused him of being a leftist for 
the way in which he introduced finandal and 
agrarian reforms. 

The right-wing spokesmen said Thursday 
night that so far no offidal negotiations were 
underway with the Christian Democrats with 
a view to forming a new government. Once 
the results are offidal the Constituent 
Assembly would meet within eight days. 

The Christian Democratic leader told a 
news conference Thursday that the exclusion 
of his party from power would be a disaster 

U .K . soldier hurt 

CROSSMAG LEN. Northern Ireland. 
April 2 (R) — Irish Republican guerrillas 
wounded a British soldier Friday following 
the killing of five in the past week in an 
upsurge of violence in Northern Ireland. The 
soldier was injured when his armored patrol 
vehicle was caught in a landmine blast near 
Crossmaglen. police said. 

Guerrillas set off the mine by remote con- 
trol from the safety of a stone wall some 
distance away. Police said they believed the 
men then fled over the nearby border into the 
Irish Republic. 

British security officials believe that the 
new Irish Republican Army (IRA) attacks 
are aimed partly at helping to restore guer- 
rilla morale, reduced by the recent arrests of 
nearly 200 suspected guerrilla or sympathiz- 
ers.

Over nuclear superiority 
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Reagan’s remarks disputed 


WASHINGTON. April 2 (R) — U.S. cri- 
tics of President Ronald Reagan's nuclear 
arms buildup have disputed his statement 
that the Soviet Union has nuclear superiority 
over the United States. Advocates of a U.S.- 
Soviet nuclear arms freeze at present levels 
said the nuclear forces of the two superpow- 
ers were roughly equal. 

Even administration spokesman appeared 
to back away from Reagan's description of a 
Soviet margin of superiority, which the presi- 
dent referred to at a press conference Wed- 
nesday. At that conference. Reagan called 
for talks with the Soviet Union on limiting 
nuclear weapons and defended his proposed . 
increases in military spending as necessary to 
bring the Soviet Union to the negotiating 
table. ; 

“On balance, the Soviet Union does have a 
definite margin of superiority, enough so that 
there is a risk and there is what I have cal- 
ied...a window of vulnerability he said. If 
the Soviet Union attacked the United States, 
its “great edge is one in which they could 
absorb a retaliatory blow and hit us again,’* 
he added. 

Administration spokesman insisted that 
Reagan's remarks did not represent a new 
assessment of Soviet strength. But, asked to 


amplify them, they used such phrases as 
“unfavorable trends’* and Soviet “momen- 
tum” in missile production.- The Liberal 
Center for Defense Information, a private 
group, recalled that Secretary of State Alex- 
ander Haig said last yean “Our systems are 
both more sophisticated and reliable and 
more technologically sound.” 

Sen. Edward Kennedy and congressman 
Edward Markey. major sponsors of a resolu- 
tion before Congress calling for a nuclear 
arms freeze at current levels, said the United 
States clearly had enough nuclear weapons to 
annihilate the Soviet Union. “This kind of 
assessment borders on the edge of uhbefieva- 
bility.” Sen. Kennedy said of Reagan's 
remarks. 

“I just wish the president would stop 
bad-mouthing our defenses because it does 
great disservice to this country.” Markey 
said. The Soviet news agency Tass said 
Thursday night the president's words showed 
"the unprecedented programs of building 
up armaments, first of all nuclear ones, 
approved by the president himself, will be 
fully implemented." But it added the Soviet 
Union remained ready to negotiate an arms 
agreement “on the basis of the principles of 
equality and equal security.” 


Soviets irked at Canada expulsion 


OTTAWA, April 2 (R) — The Soviet 
Embassy here Firday termed the Canadian 
’ expulsion of a Soviet diplomat “provocative” 
and said Ottawa was whipping up “spy 
mania.” 

While expelling the diplomat, Canada said 
he tried to buy restricted high-technology 
equipment which was now a prime target of 
Soviet spies. Mikhail Abramov, a trade rep- 
resentative at the Soviet Embassy, was 
ordered to leave Canada by April 9 for 
“activities incompatible with his status,” the 
government said Thursday. The Soviet 
Embassy denied that Abramov, the 17th 
Soviet official expelled from Canada in four 
years, had tried to buy anything whose export 
was banned under Canadian law. 

External Affairs Minister Mark .Mac- 
Guigan, announcing the expulsion, said 
Abramov offered large amounts of money to 
a Canadian businessman to buy fiber-optics 
communications gear and other high- 


technology equipment which the Soviet 
Union could not produce itself. “High- 
technology material is one of the primary 
targets of Soviet espionage around the 
world,” Solicitor- General Robert Kaplan 
told reporters later. 

He said the equipment was located on 
Canada's west coast, but refused to disclose 
details. MacGuigan said it was on a list of 
items which the semi-secret coordinating 
committee of Western allies and Japan had 
agreed should not be sold to Moscow. 

The Soviet Embassy issued details of talks 
which Abramov had with a Canadian 
businessman, Elton Kifiam, about buying 
regular submarine cable, saying they showed 
that he was engaged only in regular business 
deals. Government ministers said later that 
Abramov’s contacts with Killam, president of 
the Northumberland Cable Company in New 
Brunswick, did start legitimately. 
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has demanded fo.^ie sent back. 

It was the first known defection by military, 
pilots since the start of martial law here Dec

A state- 
ment issued by the prosecutor’s office said 
Wojtyna was trad in abstentia for deserting a 
''militarized”. organization . by refusing to 
leave Canada. It did not explain why the pilot 
had gone to Canada. 

An estimated 400 persons have been sen- 
tenced to prison . terms for various violations 
since the start of martial law. Most involve 
distribution of banned publications and leaf- 
lets. Several , activists of the independent* 
union Solidarity have been sentenced for 
organizing after Industrial action was banned 
by last December’s decrees.

Virginia, April 2 (AP)— The 
Atlantic fleet’s new emphasis on the Carib- 
bean gets a boost next week with a joint 
U.S.-British naval exercise by a record 39 
ships and mbre than 200 planes. U.S. Navy 
officials say.. 

The five-week readiness exercise begin- 
ning Tuesday will range from Norfolk into . 
the Caribbean and will include two aircraft 
carriers, the Independence and the ForgestaL, 
high-ranking navy .'sources told the Norfolk 
Virginian -Pilot. 

The exercise, called Readex 2-82, will be 
followed from April -27 through mid-May by 
another large-scale maneuver- called Ocean 
Venture.
